Our contemporary indulges in a pean 
of joy over the passage of the Chinese 
Tax Billj seizing the occasion as an au- 
spicious 1 * one for the contribution of a 
column of gush to the literature of the 
day. • It is scarcely necessary for us to 
go over the grounds of our objections 
to the Bill. They have been frequent- 
ly stated of late, and are well under- 
stood. Our object in writing now is 
to set our contemporary right on one 
or two points where bo seems to have 
gone astray. He intimates i. his arti- 
cle of yesterday morning that it was 
fchtf Opposition in the House who first 
declared that tho Bill was unconstitu- 
tional, and that it would be disallowed 
at Ottawa. But it was tho Attorney- 
General, its reported daddy, who threw 
doubt on the constitutionality of the 
measure In introducing tho Bill he 
expressed a fear that it would bo dis- 
allowed at Ottawa on the ground of 
unconstitutionality; whereupon tho Op- 
position ventured to suggest certain 
amendments to the Bill which would 
place its constitutionality beyond a 
doubt. The fate of these amendments 
is well known. They wero promptly 
voted down by tho mechanical majority 
that stands at the back of tho Govern- 
ment, and the Bill will go to Ottawa 
with all its imperfections to run the 
gauntlet of the legal minds there. The 
advocates of a Chinese head tax have 
reason to regret the action of the Gov- 
ernment, who have played into the 
hands of the employers of Chinese labor 
by pressing through a Bill that bristles 
with illegalities. If our contemporary 
can gush over the past week's legisla- 
tive work, all we can say is "let him 
gush I" But it is a deplorable thing to 
find the House lending itself to a con- 
spiracy to deprive the Province of tho 
benefits of a tax on tho Chineso by 
passing a Bill that is doomed in ad- 
vance. 



English Mail.

Applause from spectators or auditors 
in a court of justice though a common 
is a highly improper proceeding; and 
tho British subject \vho recently, as 
follows, was fined fifty dollars for 
clapping his hands in such a place 
should have paid the money with a 
clear conscience. John Coughtrey, says 
the London Times, was on trial at 
Aylesbury for perjury. Mr. Bullock 
prosecuted; Mr. Cockerell defended the 
prisoner. After a long and careful 
trial the prisoner was found guilty. 
A noise of clapping of hands was heard 
in tho gallery. Mr Justice Hawkins 
— "Who is guilty of that most indecent 
act? Let him stand up." No one 
stood up, and his Lordship ordered the 
officers of tho Court to find the culprit. 
After considerable search and enquiry, 
George Attenbury, a "fitter" from Wol- 
verhampton, confessed that he had given 
a "bit of a clap," Ho was brought 
down to the body of the court between 
two tipstaves and placed before the 
judge. Mr. Justice Hawkins — "Did 
yon commit the indecent act of clapping 
your hands when the prisoner was con- 
victed?" Attenbury — "Yes, my Lord." 
Mr. Justice Hawkins — -"It is a most 
shamefully indecent thing to do when 
a prisoner has just been convicted of a 
serious crime. Tho verdict should bo 
received with silence and respect, and 
to express your approbation by clapping 
as you have done is a gross contempt 
of court. I fine you £10." Attenbury 
— "It is a custom with us in these parts." 
Mr. Justice Hawkins — "Then the soon- 
er such a custom is put an end to the 
better. If. I had known it was a custom 
I should have fined you .£20 instead of 
£10." 

According to the Pall Mall Gazette, 
leprosy has now disappeared from Eng- 
land. So general was the discease in 
the Kingdom two or three centuries 
ago that they about 100 leper hospitals 
in England and Scotland. 

The practice of a widow retaining her 
superior title on her second marriage oc- 
casionally leads to awkward mistakes. 
Not long ago a gentleman who had es- 
poused a lady with a handle to her 
name was travelling in Scotland, and 
entered in the viators' book at a hotel 
in Edinburgh: "Mr.- and the Coun- 
tess of ." Presently the landlord 

asked to see the gentleman privately, 
and, on his request being gratified, 
scandalixed the unfortunate bridegroom 
by saying: "Ye ken, sir, I am a mon of 
the world like yourself, and dinna you 
think you had better just put Mr. and 

Mrs. if it's just for the look of the 

thing!" 

We can hardly be surprised to learn 
that Mr. Marvin, who has been under- 
going his trial for the larceny of tho 
Anglo-Russian Projet de Memorandum, 
should turn out to be a lecturer on the 
art of memory. It appears from the 
evidenco given by one of the proprietors 
of the Globe that when he wrote out 
tho pretty full summary of the docu- 
ment in question on the evening it was 
published. in that paper ho had neither 
a copy nor notes. He wrote the whole 
summary, in its proper order, wholly 
from memory. Subsequently, in the 
course of the evidence, the fact, already 
mentioned, that ho had given lectures 
on memory, was elicited. He is also a 
linquist of more than ordinary ability, 
having been engaged by the Globe and 
other newspapers to translate articles 
from the Russian journals. 

Twilight in dreamy Spain 1 Tho ex- 
press train was bowling along between 
Tarragona and Barcelona, when sud- 
denly .it was, brought to a standstill by 
tho alteration of a signal, and in a few 
minutes twenty-six armed men took 
possession of it. They did not belong 
to the Civil Guard. They were brig- 
ands. Some of. the passengers were 
then dragged out and thoroughly search- 
od, and all money, watches, and valu- 



ables forcibly taken possession of. The 
brigands then removed the cushions 
from the carriages and made a minute 
inspection to see that nothing valuable 
was concealed in them. The ladies in 
the party had their earrings torn from 
their ears. An English victim writes: — 
"I lost all the property I had with me, 
consisting of atleaif, §050 worth, which 
comprised my watch and chain, money, 
pocket book," and also my portmanteau, 
which was in the luggage van, and con- 
tained many valuable papers." The 
brigands even took from him his rail- 
way tickot, and left him penniless, with 
merely tho clothes he wore, and those 
partly torn from the rough treatment 
he received. 

Tho authorities aro in a dilemma as 
to what they shall do with the Bev. 
Mr. Dodwcll. " Confined during Her 
Majesty's pleasure as a criminal lunatic, 
medical authorities now declare him not 
to be a lunatic at all. His parish pro- 
tests against having to pay for his 
maintenance; tho champions of sanity 
protest against his detention, and they 
aro mot by a difficulty much more easy 
to propound than to solve. If Mr. Dod- 
wcll is a lunatic he ought not to bo lot 
out; if ho is not a lunatic he certainly 
got oil' remarkably easy for the oll'ence 
of shooting at one of Her Majesty's 
judges. It is said that the authorities 
would let him go if some body would 
go bail for his good behaviour. But 
nobody can be expected to go bail for a 
lunatic's good behaviour, while on the 
other hand the behaviour of a non-luna- 
tic who takes judges for targets would 
surely be hotter secured in one of the 
establishments called prison than under 
the supervision of friends. 

Major O'Gorman was so annoyed at 
the report of the amendments to the 
Sunday Closing Bill, that ho threatened 
to resign his seat, and accept the Chil- 
tern Hundreds. The Major, however, 
cannot bo spared, and though he has 
actually posted tho notice of resignation, 
it is thought his friends will insist on a 
coy withdrawal of so alarming a public 
catastrophe. 

Canadian Mail.

Ottawa, July 25. — Mr. Marcus Smith 
Acting Chief Engineer of the Pacific 
Railway, left on Monday on a tour of 
inspection over tho Canada Pacific Rail- 
way from the Kaministiquia to the 
Winnipeg. 

St. JOHN, July 25. — Hon. John Sim- 
coe Saunders, President of the Legis- 
lative Council, died at Predericton this 
morn ing. 

Kingston July 2G. — This morning 
tho police went to Odessa to arrest some 
men suspected of being implicated in the 
robbery of the store of J. N. Lapura, 
Centreville, recently. On approaching 
the house the inmates were apprised by 
the barking of dogs, and three men es- 
caped to a bush in the .neighbourhood. 
The police followed, and were fired upon. 
They did not succeed in arresting any 
of the men. The police then search- 
ed the house, and found a large quantity 
of counterfeit coin in 50c and 25c pieces. 

Montreal, July 29. — It is learned 
that the Government will appoint a 
special commission with power to issue 
licenses to carry fire-arms for selfde- 
fence. This privilege will be granted 
to those who tako an affidavit to tho 
effect that they aro liable to attack in 
the performance of their ordinary duties. 
It is believed this important step will 
be taken to protect volunteers from as- 
sults to which they are subjected in 
certain parts of the city. 

Montreal, July 24.— Edward Stay- 
ner Freer, formerly Postmaster • of 
Montreal, died suddenly at Cacouna 
this morning. Mr. Preer was for some 
ten years employed in the Post-Offico 
of this city, and retired from business 
life three years ago. Ho was a gentle- 
man of large abilities, and high intel- 
lectual culture. 

Jarvis, Ont., July 23. — A horrible 
double tragedy occurred early this morn- 
ing, near the village of Rockford, about 
five miles west from here, in the County 
of Norfolk. George Smith, a farmer, 
and James Smith, his eldest son, a 
young man of about twenty-one years 
of age, went from the house between 
two and three o'clock this morning to 
attend to their farm duties. They had 
been absent put a short time when the 
young man returned to the house and 
called to the rest of the family to get 
up. He then went to the bedroom oc- 
cupied by his two sisters, young women, 
and attacked one with a pumphandlo, 
which he had brought in with him, 
cutting frightful gashes on her head, 
and badly hurting her arms, which 
sho put up to shield herself with. He 
then struck the other sistor a few blows 
and she fell or threw herself on the 
floor, near the door, exclaiming that 
he had killed her. Probably thinking 
that he had done so he turned his at- 
tention to a young brother who had fled 
to the kitchen, and picking up a la-ass 
kettle threw it at J ames. The young 
brother got possession of a pistol, and 
held the murderer at bay, telling him 
that ho would shoot him if he came 
near him. James then left tho house, 
and for some time it was' supposed he 
had lied, but he has since been found in 
the barn, hanging by tho neck, dead.' 
The old man was found behind the barn 
dead, with his head smashed in. The 
inference is that he had been killed by 
his son before the attack was made on 
the rest of his family. His body had 
been dragged some distance toward tho 
straw stack, the murderer' probably 
contemplating hiding or burning it in 
the straw stack. The girl first attack- 
ed is dangerously hurt, her injuries 
having caused her to vomit blood. 
There has been a quarrel about sums of 
money which James had stolen from 
tho old man on different occasions, and 
he had stolen money to go to tho Odd 
Fellows' excursion to Hamilton, which 
comes oft" to-day, and his father had dis- 
covered this. The pump handle had 
been sawn off by James on purpose to 
accomplish his murderous intentions. 

Montreal, July 2C. — While Mr. 
Walter Shanly, C. E., was driving 



yesterday afternoon from the railway 
depot at Mile end, in crossing the track 
one of tho wheels of the cab came off, 
throwing him headlong to the earth 
and dislocating his shoulder. 



A' "Broozo" at Honolulu. 

Two scenes took place at separate 
dates of the month of June in tho 
Hawaiian Legislature, which furnished 
the press of Honolulu with matter for 
comment, and go to show that the 
American Congress is not tho only place 
where unexpected episodes disturb tho 
harmony of deliberative law-making 
bodies. 

It seems that, in debate on tho 24th 
ult, Mr. W. O. Smith used the native 
dialect in applying oftensive terms to 
Mr. Gibson, of tho samo body. Ho 
said, speaking of remarks previously 
made by Gibson, that they wore "ma- 
kina wale no" (all gas), and "lapuwalo" 
(foolish). Mr. Gibson demanded a re- 
traction, which Mr. Smith declined to 
make; Mr. Gibson then offered tho 
following resolution: "that it is tho 
senso of this Assembly that such ex- 
pressions should bo withdrawn by the 
member from Kailuku, ho having re- 
fused to retract, and this Assembly 
order W. O. Smith to withdraw his 
offensivo remarks." Mr. Aholo offered 
an amendment, "that this resolution in- 
clude all members who have mado^uso 
of oftensive language." 

Before the voto was put, Mr. Smith 
took the Uoorfora personal explanation 
during which ho deliverod himself in 
this style : 

I did say in Hawaiian that his (Gib- 
sou's) remarks so far as they related to 
his motion, were "makani wale no" (all 
gas) and "lapuwale" (foolish). I will 
now say that they wero not all 
gas, and that instead of being foolish, 
they were most profoundly wise, the 
most keenly logical, the most beautiful 
in their truth and -application, ravish- 
ingly interesting, 'and altogether soul- 
stirring that ever escaped tho lips of a 
statesman, patriot, minister of the 'peo- 
ple, Mormon high priest, or any other 
man. 

Of course this speech exasperated Mr. 
Gibson more than ever, but the pro- 
ceedings of the Assembly do not show 
that he obtained other satisfaction than 
the adoption of the resolution, as amend- 
ed, by a large majority. 

On the 29th of June thero was a 
spicy and voluminous debate on a reso- 
lution offered in the samo body declar- 
ing a want of confidence in the Minis 
try. On this proposition Messrs. Gibson 
and Smith took antagonistic sides — the 
former opposing and the latter defend- 
ing the Ministry. Tho arraignment of 
the Ministry was for giving bad advice 
to the King and neglect and dereliction 
of duty. There were a few specific 
charges, but tho Asseniby, after listen- 
ing to a number of speeches, did not 
consider a case made out, and disposed 
of the resolution by indefinite postpone- 
ment.

THIED PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY. 



FIRST SESSION. 

Friday, August 9th. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:05 p. m. 

INDIAN RESERVATION. 

Mr. Bennett moved for copies of all 
correspondence between the Lands and 
Works Department and C. O'Keofe and tho 
Lands and Works Department and tho 
Indian Commissioners, relating to tho 
award by the commissioners to tho In- 
dians of certain lands at Okanagan, claim- 
ed by C. O'Keefc. 

Secondod by Mr. Mara and carried. 

TRESPASS ACT. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl introduced a bill intitul- 
ed "An Act respecting tho Trespasses 
Summary Remedy Act. 

Bill read a first time; second reading on 
Monday next. 

SAVONA's FERRY. 

Mr. Mara asked the lion, the Chiof 
Commissioner what course the Govern- 
ment intend to pursue with regard to a 
ferry at Savona. 

Hon. M. Walkem replied that the Gov- 
ernment had not yet decided. 

Mr. Mara expressed a hopo that the 
Government would take tho mattor into 
consideration as soon as possible. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem assured him they 
would. 

INDIAN AGENCIES. 

Mr. Galbraith asked the hon. the Pro- 
vincial Secretary what. action (if any) has 
the Government taken in regard to a re- 
solution of this House, passod. February 
22nd, 1878, praying that his honour the 
Lieut-Government will cause tho Domin- 
ion Government to be informed of tho 
pressing need for the establishment of 
such agencies as exist in other parts of tho 
Dominion amongst certain Indian tribes 
of this Province ! 

.Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied that a 
copy of tho resolution was forwarded to 
Ottawa on March 19th, 1878; its receipt 
was acknowledged on tho 2nd April last; 
since then no information on the subject 
has been received. 

INSURANCE COMPANIES BILL. 

With respect to this bill hon. Mr. Walk- 
em thought it would bo very desirable to 
postpone its consideration until tho full 
text of the decision given by tho Privy 
Council of England with respoct to a bill 
similar in nature passed in one of tho 
oastern provinces was received hero. Ho 
would therefore pass it ovor until the end 
of tho session. (Hear, hear.) 

MUNICIPAL AND LICENSE ACT. 

The House then wont into committeo 
of tho whole on tho act relating to muni- 
cipal and licenso acts, Mr. McGillivray in 
the chair. 

Clause 1, amending the "Liconso Ordin- 
ance, 1867," and imposing an annual tax 
of §50 on barristers. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho had boon re- 
quested by members of the bar to state 
that they did not approve of tho proposed 
tax, and tho hon. gentleman then detailed 
tho grounds for their objections. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that the clause 
be amended so as to imposo a half yearly 
tax of §25 instead of an annual one of ?50. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said in the first place 
it was the duty of the Government to ox- 
plain why tho clause was in tho bill at all. 
Not ono word of explanation had beon 
given although tho bill had reached the 
committee. He agreed with tho state- 
ment made a fow days since by tho leader 
of tho Government that tho cost of litiga- 
tion should be reduced, but this clause, 
instead of reducing the scale of lawyers 
fees, would tend to increaso them, as tho 
Litigant would, of course, indirectly have 
to pay tho tax. \ 

Hon. Mr, Beaven said tho tax had 



originally appeared in the original license 
act, but had subBoquontly beon struck out. 
It was now deemed only justice that bar- 
risters Bhould contribute to the revenue as 
well as tradesmen and others. It could 
not bo seriously entortamud that >the im- 
position of an annual tax of £50 would re- 
sult in the raising of tho scalo of fees 
charged by tho legal profession. The only 
momber of tho House who had tho loast 
right to object to the clauso was tho leader 
of the Government, ho being a member of 
tho legal profession. | Tho tax was simply 
imposed to raise revenue. 

Air. Yornon said ho did not imagino that 
the tax would increase tho cost of law. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Smithe said it was tho duty of tho 
Government to oxplain tho nocessity for 
the imposition of any and every tax. 

Mr. Abrams considered it unjust that a 
conveyancor shuuld havo to pay tho samo 
tax as a barrister. 

Mr. Evans said tho Elliott Governmont 
had never explained why tho tax was re- 
pealed. 

Mr. Smitho— Tho Elliott Governmont 
did not repeal it at all. It was the Wal- 
kem Governmont. 

Mr. Mara— Tho hon. gentleman is mud- 
dled again. 

Mr. Evans — Well, perhaps I'm wrong. 
(Laughter.') 

Mr. Williams said that when tho tax 
was ropealod tho House was so full of 
lawyers and doctors that they managed to 
got out of all taxation. Thoy didn't want 
to pay nothing. 

Mr. Drummond moved to amend tho 
clauso by rondoring physicians, surgeons 
and laud surveyors liablo to tho proposed 
tax. Ho said thoy wore out tho roads and 
sidewalks, drank tho city wator, wore 
protected by the polico, but paid no tax. 
He desired to seo an equalization of taxa- 
tion. 

Mr. Ash said that as tho only member 
of the modical profession in thoHouso ho had 
not ono word to say against tho tax, oxcopt 
that tho proposed amendment was most 
irregular as no notice had been given of 
it. Individually ho had not tho slightest 
objoction to pay tho tax, but it was most 
outrageous that it should bo imposod 
without tho rules of tho Houso being ob- 
served. 

Mr. Wilson asked tho Attorney-General 
if tho amendment was out of order. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Thoro can bo no 
doubt that it ii out of order. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the amend- 
ment was in accordance with tho practice 
followed for. ton yoars in tho Houso. 

Mr. Drummond Baid that to facilitato 
business ho would withdraw tho amend- 
ment and introduco it in another shape. 

Mr. Smithe said the wholo measure was 
out of order and should have originated 
in Committee of Ways and Moans. 
Hon. Mr. Beaven said "No." 
Mr. Smitho said if that was tho caso tho 
amendment moved by Mr. Drummond 
must bo in order. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom— If that is tho 
opinion of tho loader of tho Opposition tho 
member for Victoria city (Mr. Drummond) 
has tho consent of tho Government to go 
on with his amendment. That "will put a 
stop to technicalities. 

Mr. Drummond — Then I press my 
amondment. 

Tho amendment was then put and carri- 
ed by a majority of 18 to 5 and the clauso 
thus amendod also passed. 

A similar amondment was made in 
clauso 2, which amonds tho Municipality 
Amendment Act 1872, Soction 20, and on 
motion of Hon. Mr. Walkem a proviso 
was inserted that a licenso takon out by a 
barrister, attorney, solicitor, physician, 
surgeon or land survoyor in any portion 
of tho Province shall bo hold good for 
any other portion. 

With roferenco to tho city of Victoria 
having control of hor own polico hon. Mr. 
Walkom said ho had no objection to that, 
but ho thought it desirablo that the Pro- 
vincial Suporintondont of Polico should 
have some influence ovor the force. Ho 
was opposed to tho proposed repeal of tho 
clauso of tho Municipality Act, 187G, 
which rendered it necossary for tho city to 
build a lock-up for its prisoners. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that it was wrong 
that the polico of tho city should bo under 
the control of the Superintendent of Polico 
for tho Provinco. If such wero tho caso 
tho Superintendent might take all tho city 
polico from tho city and send them on 
duty to a remote portion of tho Province. 

Mr. Williams said it was unfair that tho 
Superintendent should be permitted to 
send tho city polico on distant duty. 

Mr. Drummond cited instancos wherein 
tho city had been loft entirely without 
polico protection on account of tho officers 
being sent on duty outsldo of tho muni- 
cipal limits. 

Mr. Abrams agreed with tho Attornoy- 
Gonoral that tho Superintendent of Polico 
should have control of tho police force. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho Provinco was 
responsible for a largo sum of money for 
the city of Victoria and ho thought it very 
desirable that the powers of tho Provincial 
Government ovor tho municipality of Vic- 
toria should not bo curtailed. 

Mr. Wilson said it was most impertin- 
ent of tho late Government to order an 
audit of tho corporation accounts. 

Mr. Mara said it was tho duty of tho 
Houso to boo that tho check hold by tho 
Govornment over tho city corporation 
should not be removed. Tho responsi- 
bility of tho Provinco for tho city wator 
debentures demanded that the books, of 
tho corporation should always bo open to 
the auditor of tho Government of tho day. 

•Mr. Drummond alluded to tho audit of 
tho corporation books made by the late 
Government and characterized it as an 
•utragoous and unnecessary expenditure 
of municipal monies. It was a miserable 
piece of iniquity put up by tho Elliott 
clique to try and ring in a new man on tho 
corporation, as it was woll known that tho 
city had a first-class auditor of its own. 
The consequence was the Elliott faction 
had to hide their head in a bag at tho last 
oloction. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said the Water 
Works Act was vory stringont with refer- 
ence to an audit of the corporation books. 
Ho moved that tho clauso of tho act of 
1876 necessitating on the part of tho city 
tho erection of a lock up, be not repealed. 
The amendment passed. 
Clauso 5 gives to municipal councils tho 
power to appoint and dismiss their own 
polico magistrate, tho appointmont being 
subject to tho assent of the Liout. -Gov- 
ernor in Council. 

Mr. Ash said- tho clause contained quito 
a new doparturo and one which ho was 
sure would not bo found to be successful. 
He felt certain that 'ore long tho measure 
would havo to bo re-considered. (Hear.) 

Mr. Holgosen fully approved of tho 
clause and thought tho Victoria Munici- 
pal Council was quito competent to olect 
its own polico magistrate. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said the clauso 
indicated no now departure. In England 
for years the police magistrates had been 
appointed in precisely the samo manner 
as proposod by the clauso. 

Mr. Smitho said tho Governmont ap- 
peared to bo complotely subservient to 
tho members for the City of Victoria. 
Victoria would shortly rule the House for 
almost overy measure yet introduced by 



the Government had been solely in the 
interest of Victoria. With roferenco to 
the clauso under discussion ho felt confi- 
dent it was unwise and unsafe to place tho 
power proposed in tho hands of the Vic- 
toria City Council. He thought it also 
highly undesirable to sacrifice the efficien- 
cy of our law courts to the cry of 
economy. He was opposed to tho wholo 
bill and this particular clauso especially. 

-Hon, Mr. Walkem, replying to the al- 
lusion with reference to tho Government 
being under tho control of tho Victoria 
members, donied that such was tho case. 
He said that it had been insinuated that 
tho Chinese Bill was the result of prompt- 
ings from those gentlemen. This ho also 
donied and desired to inform tho House 
that that measure emanated entirely from 
tho Government and that ho individually 
had nover previous to tho meeting of tho 
Houso spoken to ono of the Victoria 
members on tho question, Hq was in fa- 
vor of tho clauso under discussion and 
said it was right that tho city should at 
least nominate their police magistrates in- 
asmuch as thoy had to pay their stipends. 
Tho Government had great restrictive 
powers in connection with tho nomination 
as no appointment was valid until it had 
recoived the assent of tho exocutivo. 

Dr. Ash said that on former occasions 
ho had supported tho clauso to allow tho 
council to appoint their own magistrate, 
but ho had never supported such a clauso 
as tho present, which would enablo tho 
council to revoke that appointment. In 
the city of London, England, it was true 
tho Recorder is appointed by tho alder- 
men, but that appointment is always con- 
sidered to be for life, and he did not think 
it would bo at all comportablo with tho in- 
terests of justice that tho magistrate should 
bo removed except by tho Liout. -Governor 
in Council. (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he did not con- 
sider London or other largo cities should 
bo taken as an example. As for tho coun- 
cil making a magistrate's seat untenable, 
he did not think that tho Governmont 
would permit an officer to bo discharged 
unjustly. 

The clauso then passed. 

Clauses 6 and 7 passed without com- 
ment. 

Mr. Pimbury then moved tho insertion 
of a clause to prevent any municipal 
council incurring liabilities beyond tho 
current yearly revenue and that in tho 
caso of their doing so tho members of tho 
council should be responsible for the debt. 

Mr. Wilson said this question had al- 
ready been decided in Montreal. Tho 
councillors could only expend tho revenue, 
and if they exceeded it thoy wero liable 
for tho debt incurred at the end of tho 
municipal year. 

Mr. Drummond said tho same law was 
in force hero. 

Mr. Smithe said tho act at present only 
applied to Victoria City and tho idea of 
the amendment was to oxtend it to all 
municipalities. 

Tho amendment was laid over for tho 
general municipal bill. 

The committeo thon rose and roportod 
tho bill complete with amendments. 

Tho report was ordered to bo considered 
on Monday next. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked leave to intro- 
duco an Act to amend the Legal Profes- 
sions Act. 

Leave was granted and tho bill read a 
first time; to bo road a second timo on 
Monday next. 

HIGHWAY NUISANCES AMENDMENT BILL. 

Tho Spoakor forthwith sent tho bill 
into committee, with Mr. Gallagher in 
tho chair. 

Sovoral members called attention to tho 
fact that tho bill had not yet boon read a 
second time, upon which tho committee 
roso, and the Speaker again took tho chair. 

Mr. Vernon, in moving" tho socond 
reading, said that tho clause proposod to 
be amended had been found to bo a great 
hardship, as in certain instancos it was 
found dangerous to move heavy wagons 
to the outside of tho road on account of 
tho cribbing being in many places inse- 
cure. Tho original bill as a whole was 
found to work very well and found great 
favor with tho toamstors. 

Mr. Drummond asked for an explana- 
tion of tho measure. Ho could not under- 
stand how it was that mover, while Chief 
Commissioner, had not altered it. He 
personally knew nothing of tho mattor 
and thought tho least tho hon. gentleman 
could havo done would havo been to have 
altered the act before he came down to tho 
Houso and not occupy tho attention of tho 
Houso in this way. He considered he 
should have seen this mistake last year 
and thought ho would havo made a far 
bettor chief commissioner of a bungalow 
or a superintendent of mosquitoes Hying 
down a river.

Mr. Walkem said ho quito agreed witl 
tho proposed amendments.

The last sensation occurred last Thurs- 
day, when about fifty men were present 
by invitation to see Jim Lawton beat 
his own timo of two years ago, when 
his wife had bread baked in eight and 
a quarter minutes after the wheat was 
standing in tho field. At 4.6 10 o'clock 
the Buckeye Reaper, drawn by Cy. 
Burnett's dun mules, stood at the cor- 
ner of tho growing wheat, machine in 
gear, ready for a start. Men were 
stationed every few feet along the line 
of grain ready to seize an armful as it 
fell from the reaper, and run with it to 
the thresher close by, which, under the 
direction of veteran drivers, was get- 
ting, under way Tor business. At the 
mill, just sixteen rods away, Lawton 
stood at the window watching the mo- 
ment when McCaw, on the swiftest 
horse in the county, should start from 
tho thresher with tho grain, while Mrs. 
Lawton and her niece, Miss Alice, had 
all tlie preparations made to make grid- 
dle cakes and biscuits in the shortest 
possible time. 

At tho drop of the hat the dun mules 
sprang to the work, and in a minute and 
fifteen seconds the threshed wheat, 
about a peck, was in the sack and on 
the horse and the race commenced for 
the mill. There were two bridges to 
cross, and the excited spectators could 
only see a column of dust, hear a cou- 
ple of taps on the plank bridges as the 
horse flew over them at lightning speed, 
and the wheat was delivered to Lawton 
in tho mill. In one minute and seven- 
teen seconds the flour was delivered to 
Mrs. Lawton, and in three minutes and 
fifty-five seconds from the starting of 
the reaper the first griddle-cake came 
from the hands of Miss Alice, was gob- 
bled by a dozen eager hands and — that 
was the last of it. In four minutes 
and thirty-seven seconds from the start- 
ing of the reaper, according to the best 
double- timer stop-watch in the country, 
a pan of biscuits was delivered to tho 
hungry crowd by Mrs. Lawton, -and 
that was the last seen of them.

London, Aug. S. — A Russian maga- 
zine exploded to-day at Fratesti, Ron- 
mania, killing a number of persons and 
doing great damage to property.
